A few years ago the English and the 
Oermaas div idi d the beautiful group of 
the Solomon islands between themselv es 
and then looked around to aee if their 
new Rojuisitioii was really worth any­ 
thing. They decided that the islands 
were lov ely to the ev e and good enough 
to keep , but that the nativ es were the 
wildest and most untamable sav ages 
they had ev er met. 
It was til a man’s 
life w as worth to v enture anoug them. 
A gnulioat or two hav e been kep t in the 
neighborhixx! of late years, but the.se 
hav e not p rev ented the head hunters and 
cannibals from lop p ing off a white 
man’s head on ev ery conv enient ooca- 
aion. 
The scene of the latest nativ e exp loit 
is the large island of Guadaleauar. Sev ­ 
eral members of an Austrian scientific 
exp edition, V. hi hi climbing the moun­ 
tain known as the Lion’s Head early in 
August. 1896, were at ticked by the 
bushmen or island nativ es. Fiv e of the 
p arty were killed and six were wound­ 
ed, including two guides and some sail- 
ora 
A simultaneous attack was made 
up on the climbers and the small p arty 
they had left in camp below. Of course 
the nativ ea were no match for guns, 
and they were soon driv en into the 
bush, but not before they had inflicU>d 
terrible loss. 
Among the killed was 
Baron v on Norbeck. 
The Lion’s head is in the v ery heart 
of the island, being almost equidistant 


I beween tlie sides and ends of Guadul- 
oanar. 
No white man had ev er been 
there before. No white man had ev er 
p enetrated the interior before excep t 
Mr. C. M. WcKxlfoid, and he went only 


I about 15 miles inland, ascending the 
! Aola riv er. Then he had to turn back 
; for excellent reasons, in which the na­ 
tiv es were concerned. But we must not 
forget p oor Benjamin Boyd, who disap ­ 
p eared among the coast woods and was 
Galli-: nev er seen again.

any rate he landed with his shotgun 
and said he was going to shoot a mess 
of p igeons, and that was the last that 
was ev er seen of p oor Ben Boyd. For 
some years p re.sents were made to the 
coast nativ es marked “ B. B. ” and “ Ben 
Boyd, we aro looking for you,’’ but 
nothing was ev er beard of his fate. 
The island is about 80 miles long 
and 40 wide, and it is one of the south­ 
ern Solomons, in the British territory. 
A large map has been made of it, chief­ 
ly white, for all tliat it shows is the 
coasts, the month of the riv ers, the 
mountains that can be seen from the 
sea, and the two little riv ers that Wood­ 
ford has exp lored. All the rest is blank. 
Lion’s head is a p rominent feature, and 
it is estimated to be 5,500 feet high. 
In 1886 Mr. Wcxxlford attemp ted to 
reach Lion’s head, but was p rev ented 
by the hostility of these mountain 
tribes, who brought the Austrian p arty 
to grief, and by the timidity of bis 
guidea But he liv ed six mouths among 
the coast nativ es at the little town of 
Aola. 
By means of most liberal p res­ 
ents he made friends with the nativ es 
there. They nev er stole anything from 
his hut, and he often indtmed them to 
aocomp auy him on amall trip a into the 
country. 
The p eop le liv ing inland usually ran 
into the bush when they saw him com­ 
ing, but their fears were allayed by bis 
nativ e friends, who would shout that 
he was a gocxi white man who bought 
butterflies, birds, snakes and stone axes 
and measured the water. But the p eo­ 
p le of the mountains still farther in­ 
land could not be mollified, and all his 
attemp ts tu reach Lion’s head and the 
still higher monntaln of Lammas re­ 
sulted in failure. The farther he and 
his coast nativ ea went up the riv er Aola 
in their oanoes the more timid his es- 
oort became. They rounded ev ery bend 
in the riv er with sp ears p oised and keep ­ 
ing a good lookout. 
Any white man on the coasts of the 
Solomon group must be constantly on 
his guard. If he attemp ts to go inland 
and ascend a mountain, bis life is hard­ 
ly worth p urchasing, ev en though a 
man-of-war may be lying in a neigh­ 
boring harbor ready to burn a dozen 
v illages if any barm is done. This is 
the mistake the Austrian p arty made. 
The nativ es are v ery sup erstitious about 
the mountain top s. Some dread object, 
a huge fish or elam or a dev il, always 
Uvea there, and woe will betide the 
Whole island if his p eace is disturbed.

For 
instance, when a hand is p ut before the 
closed eyes it is easy to distinguish the 
shadow, much the same as before the 
lieht of a caudle ; but, when the tube is 
light from the same 
excluded, I fall to get such an im­ 
p ression.

than 300 year« ago, art» still almost os 
little known, excep ting their coast lin»**, 
as the antarctic continent.-—New Vork 
Hun.

Any physician with a largo 
family practice w ill tell you of a dozen 
oases in his owu circle of knowledge.

Chippewa F alls, Win., Dec. a.—The 
inhabitants of this little village are in a 
state bordering on panic. 
The worrit of 
the situation is the knowledge of the 
impending danger and of the fact that 
they are utterly helpless to stay or to 
avert It. Those whose houses have been 
flooded have removed such of their 
household goods and 
belongings to 
higher gr< mid and are huddled together 
in tho * - lxx.lliuuM s and other vacant 
building out of tho path of the torrent 
that it sweeping down several of the 
main streets. 
Al) hope of breaking the ire gorge 
end thus allowing the pentup water to 
gradually subside is now abandoned 
All effort* hare been directed toward 
removing household goods and mer­ 
chandise out of the reach of the flood. 
Every team in the city has been en ­ 
gaged iii this work. 
Every resident 
and business firm of River street has 
moved out. 
The Chippewa Lumber 
and Boom company’s mill aud yards 
are under water aud all hope has been 
giyeu up of saving the entire business 
portion of the place from being sub­ 
merged and the water will soon reach 
the courthouse, eight blocks from the 
river. 
A report from Little Falls says that 
another gorge is forming JO miles above 
bere mid this greatly alined to the alarm 
as iii (ase it should break, nothing could 
save the city from being swept away. 
Hi port* of a very serious nature come 
ft6 u down the river. 
The country 
everywhere is flooded. 
The gorge con 
tinues to grow in extent. 
It ia now 
over five miles long and in manv places 
•IO to 50 ft et iiigh. 
It completely dams 
the river and this is what is causing the 
rapid rise of the river here. 
The heavy 
rains of last week were followed by a 
sudden freeze, which quickly massed 
the floating ice in the Chippewa and 
the swiftly running current continually 
added to it until it reached its present 
gigantic proportions. 
Below here the 
Chippewa is falling. 
There is no flood at Eau Claire, but 
this fact is ( Musing the people at that 
place rnurh uneasiness, as it indicates 
that the water is being piled up as by a 
dam, above them. 
The ice pack at 
Badger Mills, half way between Eau 
Claire and Chippewa Falls, is growing 
in extent and everything seems to indi­ 
cate that the river is choking up. 
It is not believed that anything seri­ 
ous can happen under the present con- 
diticns for at least a day or two, and it 
is believed that everyone has been 
sufficiently warned and is in readiness 
to fly the moment the crash comes.

A few years ago the English and the 
Gemma* divided the beautiful group of 
the Solomon iidaud* between themselves 
and then looked around to s e e if their 
new acquisition wa* really worth any 
thing. 
They decided that the island* 
nr ere lovely to the eve and good enough 
to keep, but that the native* were the 
wildest and most untamable R a v a g e s 
they had ever met. 
It was til a man’s 
life wa* worth to venture an ong them. 
A gunboat or two have been kept in the 
neighborhood of late year*, but these 
have not prevented the head hunter* and 
cannibal* from lopping off a white 
man’s bead on every convenient ooca 
■ion. 
The scene of the latest native exploit 
is the large island of Gnadalcauar. Sev­ 
eral member* of an Austrian scientific 
expedition, while climbing the moun­ 
tain known a* the Lion’* Head early in 
August, 1896, were attacked by the 
bushmen or island native*. Five of the 
party were killed aud six were wound­ 
ed, including two guide* and some sail­ 
ors. 
A simultaneous attack wa* made 
upon tho climbers and the small party 
they had left in camp below. Of course 
the natives were no match for gun*, 
and they were soon driven into the 
bush, but not before they had inflicted 
terrible loss. 
Among the killed was 
Baron von Norbeck. 
The Lion’s head is in the very heart 
of the island, being almost equidistant 
beween the aid*** and ends of Guadal­ 
canal 
No white man had ever been 
there before. No white man had ever 
penetrated the interior before except 
Mr. C. M. Woodford, aud he went only 
i about 15 miles inland, ascending the 
A da river. 
Then he had to turn back 
for excellent reasons, in which the na­ 
tives were concerned. But we must not 
forget poor Benjamin Boyd, who disap- 
i peared among the coast woods and wa* 
never seen again. 
It is said that this 
well to do Briton intended to declare 
the island annexed to his country on 
the strength of his landing there. 
At 
any rate he landed with his shotgun 
and said he was going to shoot a mess 
of pigeons, and that was the last that 
was ever seen of poor Ben Boyd. 
For 
some years presents were made to tho 
coast natives marked “ B. B. ” and “ Ben 
Boyd, we are looking for you," but 
nothing was ever beard of bis fate. 
The island is about 80 miles long 
and 40 wide, and it is one of the south­ 
ern Solomons, in the British territory. 
A large map has been made of it, chief­ 
ly white, for all that it shows is the 
coasts, the mouth of the rivers, the 
mountain* that can be seen from the 
sea, and the two little rivers that Wood­ 
ford has explored. All the rest is blank. 
Lion’s bead is a prominent feature, and 
it is estimated to be 5,600 feet high. 
In 1886 Mr. Woodford attempted to 
reach Lion’s head, but was prevented 
by the hostility of these mountain 
tribes, who brought the Austrian party 
to grief, and by the timidity of his 
guides. But he lived six mouths among 
the coast natives at the little town of 
Aola. 
By means of most liberal pres­ 
ents he made friends with tho natives 
there. They never stole anything from 
his hut, and he often induced them to 
accompany him on small trips into the 
country. 
The people living inland usually ran 
into the bush when they saw him com­ 
ing, but their fears were allayed by his 
native friends, who would shout that 
he was a good white man who bonght 
butterflies, birds, snakes and stone axes 
and measured the water. 
But the peo­ 
ple of the mountains still farther in­ 
land could not be mollified, and all his 
attempts to reach Lion's head and the 
still higher mountain of Lammas re­ 
sulted in failure. 
The farther he and 
his coast natives went up the river Aola 
in their oanoes the more timid his es­ 
cort became. 
They rounded every bend 
in the river with spears poised and keep­ 
ing a good lookout 
Any white man on the coasts of the 
Solomon group must be constantly on 
his guard. 
If he attempts to go inland 
and ascend a mountain, his life is hard­ 
ly worth purchasing, even though a 
man-of-war may be lying in a neigh­ 
boring harbor ready to burn a dozen 
villages if any barm is done. 
This is 
the mistake the Austrian party made. 
The natives are very superstitious about 
the mountain tops. Some dread object, I 
a huge fish or clam or a devil, always j 
lives there, and woe w ill betide the 
whole island if Ilia peace is disturbed.

They got togethei n large crowd of th* 
natives, and mo*; impressively shot the 
criminal, Out no loep moral effect seem* 
o have been produced, 
In 1888 Mr. Woodford again visited 
tho islands, and again he failed to reach 
the mountains of Gnadalcannr. The 
Austrians reached the m ountains, but 
paid a terrible price for it. Ho these t*. 
lands, discovered by the Spanish morn 
than 300 years ago, are still almost as 
little known, excepting their coast lines, 
as the antarctic continent.—-New York 
Bun.
